WABC radio talk show host, Bob Grant, sev- 
eral sponsors of the popular drive-time show 
have decided to pull their ads. 

Amtrak, one of the show’ s most prominent 
advertisers, derailed last week after U.S. Sen- 
ator Frank Lautenberg (D-N.J.) brought the 
matter to their attention 

In a letter to the railroad company’s pres- 
ident, Mr. Thomas Downs, Lautenberg told 
the company Grant was a racist who 
frequently makes statements of the “most 
hateful and bigoted kind.”

King a scum bag; he wishes that Magic
